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INTRODUCTION 


REFORGER (RETURN OF FORCES TO GERMANY) 


For the last twenty years the United States’ commitment to the defense of Western: Europe 
and in particular the defense of the territorial sovereignty of the Federal Republic of Germany has 
been embodied in a series of annual field training exercises commonly known as AUTUMN FORGE. 
To most Americans however this ts all summed up in the name REFORGER. To many Americans 
they remember that REFORGER was when their uncle Charlie was sent along with his Army Reserve 
or National Guard unit over to Germany for maneuvers. No other entity has served to bring about 
the grass roots reality to.the often abstract and more distant picture of America’s military role 
on-the European continent. 


A good brief description of REFORGER is that taken directly from the ''Official Press Guide" 
to the 1987 Autumn Forge Exercise. 

"REFORGER (REturn of FORces to GERmany) is an annual exercise of strategic mobility and 
deployment that involves US Army, Navy and Air Force personnel in a joint effort to transport 
army combat support and combat service units from the United States to Europe and back. In 
addition to enhancing military training, the exercise demonstrates the continuing resolve of the 
United States to reinforce NATO military. commands in a crisis situation. While in Europe, 
REFORGER units participate inthe NATO sponsored field training exercise CERTAIN STRIKE 
with allied forces. REFORGER is designed to emphasize the United States’ ability to transport 
combat forces by a combination of sealift and airlift to rapidly reinforce Central Europe. An im- 
portant aspect of REFORGER is that the majority of the deploying units will draw much of their 
equipment from material prepositioned in Europe. This material, called POMCUS (prePOsition- 
ed Material Configured to Unit Sets), is ready for use should reinforcement of Europe be directed.” 


It should be noted that in the above paragraph CERTAIN STRIKE is specifically the 7 
field training exercise. Each year the field training exercises have had different and individual 
names 1983 CONFIDENT ENTERPRISE, 1984 CENTRAL GUARDIAN, 1985 CERTAIN FURY, 
1986 CERTAIN SENTINEL, 1988 CERTAIN CHALLENGE. 


With the new relationship developing between the Soviet Union and the West much of 
REFORGER’s future is in doubt. For many young Americans REFORGER was their first and in 
many cases only view of a European world.
